Communications company Intel- 
sat said it lost control of the Galaxy 
15 satellite April 8, possibly because 
the satellite’s systems were knocked 
out by a solar storm. Intelsat cannot 
remotely steer the satellite to remain 
in its orbit, so Galaxy 15 is creeping 
toward the adjacent path of another 
TV communications satellite that 
serves US. cable companies. 

Galaxy 15 continues to receive 
and transmit satellite signals, and 
they probably will interfere with 
the second satellite, known as 
AMC u1, if Galaxy 15 drifts into its 
orbit as expected around May 23, 
according to AMC 11’s owner, SES 
World Skies. 

AMC 11 receives digital program- 
ming from cable TV channels and 
transmits it to all US. cable net- 
works from its orbit 22,000 miles 
above the equator, SES World Skies 
said. It operates on the same fre- 
quencies as Galaxy 15. 

“That fact means that there is 
likely to be some kind of interfer- 
ence,” SES World Skies spokesman 
Yves Feltes said. “Our aim is to bring 
any interference down to zero.” 

He would not name any of the 
cable TV channels or providers that 
could be affected or say how long 
the interference could last.

Thirty minutes before the plane was to land in Spain, I went to the 
bathroom to get back into character. At customs, I was asked how 
long I was staying, the reason for my trip and—voila! —my passport 
got stamped. I was in Europe. My experiment was working. 

On my way back, to days later, I followed the same drill, and 
everything went fine. No frisking, no asking, no suspicious looks or 
questions. Coincidence? Maybe. 

I didn’t go in disguise during my following trip, months later. I was 
“randomly” asked to step aside.

Sweeping pains 


2 Chicagoans say they 
have prescription for 
residents plagued 

by parking tickets

Wouldn’t it be great if you got a warning 
and reminder about street cleaning so you 
wouldn't get slapped with a $50 ticket? 

Now, there are at least two websites— 
stopthebroomnow.com and _ stoppark- 
ingtickets.;com—to help drivers avoid 
those tickets. Subscribers pay a fee— $8 for 
the former site and $9.99 for the latter— 
then type in their address and where they 
typically park. The sites alert subscribers 
via e-mails and text messages in advance of a 
scheduled sweep. 

Chicagoans, be on the lookout, because 
street sweeping season is under way from 
April through October or November, de- 
pending on the schedule for certain areas. 
The city posts parking restriction signs the 
day before the scheduled sweep and issues 
$50 tickets to owners who fail to move their 
cars. Some areas have permanent signs no- 
tifying residents of parking restrictions for 
street sweeping. 

From January though August 2009, 
there were 191,901 tickets issued for the 
violation, according to the city’s Depart- 
ment of Revenue. For the entire year of 
2008, there were 348,210 tickets issued due 
to street cleaning. 

Greg Bukowski, 32, has gotten more than 
one of those tickets. “I parked at night and 
just didn’t see the sign,” said Bukowski, a 
construction business owner who lives in 
Old Town. Another time he didn’t go to his 
car parked on the street for days and when 
he checked on his car he found a ticket. 

Every time he saw a ticket, his stomach 
sank, he said: “It ruins the rest of your day.” 

So he created stopparkingtickets.com 
last summer and now counts more than 
100 customers getting e-mails 24 hours 
ahead of time and text alerts as reminders 
the morning of the sweep. 

The sites duplicate information the city

provides for free, said 
Matt Smith, spokesman 
for the Streets and Sani- 
tation Department. The 
city puts up signs and 
posts its street cleaning 
schedule online at cityof- 
chicago.org, he said in 
an e-mail. The same in- 
formation can be found 
by calling 3-1-1 or ward 
offices, he said. 

The website  cre- 
ators say the disposable 
signs the city posts can 
be — flimsy—sometimes 
falling off trees, they 
say—and their service is | 
beneficial to drivers who | 
park on city streets, es- 
pecially those who might not use their cars 
every day. 

Joel Guy, 28, launched stopthebroom 
now.com two weeks ago. So far, roughly 20 
people signed up for the $8 yearly subscrip- 
tion to get e-mail and text alerts 24 hours and 


48 hours in advance of scheduled sweeps. 

“T feel like it’s another tax you have to pay 
if you’re a car owner in Chicago,” said Guy, 
who lives in Logan Square. “When I walk 
out and see a ticket, I feel like I’ve been 
ripped off by the city.”

Police: Doctor 
lied to officials 
about stabbing

An Iowa doctor who claimed he was at- 
tacked and robbed as he jogged along 
the river in downtown Chicago actu- 
ally stabbed himself, days after he was 
put under investigation at the univer- 
sity where he worked, authorities said 
Tuesday. 

University of Iowa officials and Chi- 
cago police wouldn’t say why Dr. Gary 
Hunninghake, 63, was being investi- 
gated or whether it was related to the 
false police report he made in Chicago 
last month. But authorities said Hun- 
ninghake admitted stabbing himself 
during a trip to Chicago for a medical 
conference. 

Hunninghake, of Coralville, Iowa, is 
a researcher and professor at the Uni- 
versity of Iowa Hospitals and Clinics 
and focuses on respiratory diseases. He 
is charged with felony disorderly con- 
duct for filing a false police report, and 
a Cook County judge has ordered him 
held on $25,000 bond. 

Chicago Police Superintendent Jody 
Weis called a news conference Tuesday 
to say the city will try to recover the 
full cost of the investigation from the 
doctor. Hunninghake’s actions wasted 
police and fire department resources, 
diverting them from other investiga- 
tions, Weis said. 

Hunninghake told police he was 
jogging along the Chicago River near 
Michigan Avenue on April 24 when 
three people took his wallet and cell 
phone and began to stab him, police 
and prosecutors said. The doctor was 
taken to a Chicago hospital and treated 
for stab wounds to his upper chest and 
lower abdomen, police said. 

After reviewing cell phone records 
and surveillance video, detectives found 
inconsistencies in the doctor’s story.

Surrounded by his students and a menagerie 
of classroom animals, Aaron Reedy on Tues- 
day challenged his zoology students to help 
others overcome “an irrational fear of reptiles 
and amphibians.”

Walgreens genetics tests 
under scrutiny by FDA

Walgreens said Tuesday that it will begin 
selling personal genetic testing kits, the first 
major retail chain in the U.S. to offer the 
home tests. 

The Deerfield-based drugstore chain has 
an agreement with Pathway, a start-up that 
offers genetic health and ancestry reports. 

But the U.S. Food and Drug Administra- 
tion told the Tribune it is investigating claims 
made by the San Diego-based company and 
Walgreens in marketing its genetic test to 
consumers that has not been approved by 
US. regulators. 

“We are in the process of investigating 
this test,” said Alberto Gutierrez, the office 
director for the FDA’s office of in-vitro diag- 
nostics. “We weren't aware of this test previ- 
ously.” 

The FDA said it will start its investigation 
of Pathway Genomics, the maker of personal 
genetic testing kits that are expected to be 
available at Walgreens later this month. 

Guitierrez said FDA officials have been 


searching the agency’s databases and have 
found no evidence the test has been ap- 
proved. The FDA said its investigation is in 
its early stages and Pathway will be given a 
chance to respond. 

Walgreens issued the Tribune a statement 
on Pathway’s behalf that said the company 
is “providing consumers with information 
about their personal genetic makeup and 
traits.” 

Drugstores already carry DNA paternity 
tests and gender prediction tests for the 
home, but genetic tests have been harder to 
find, typically requiring a visit to the doctor’s 
office. 

The Pathway Genomics test kits, sold un- 
der the brand name Insight, pledge to pro- 
vide information on the risks of getting cer- 
tain diseases, such as Alzheimer’s or breast 
cancer. 

The tests also look at the likelihood of 
passing health problems on to children and 
examine how individuals may react to certain 


drugs. 


Bomb scare stops city-bound bus on highway

A Chicago-bound Greyhound bus carrying 
50 passengers was stopped for about three hours 
Tuesday on Interstate 57 in the far south suburbs 
due to a report of a bomb on the bus, according 
to Illinois State Police. 

After an inspection, it was determined the bus 
was carrying no explosives and it eventually con- 
tinued its trip to Chicago. 


While traveling through the northbound 


lanes of I-57 outside Monee, a passenger—who 
was considered a witness—aboard the bus be- 
lieved she heard a passenger make a reference 
to the word “bomb” while using a cell phone 
about 9:15 a.m., state police said. The cell phone 
user was speaking in a dialect. 


The witness called the police to report the 


situation and the bus driver was told to stop 


in a weigh-scale facility on northbound I-57, 
state police said. Shortly thereafter, state po- 
lice arrived on the scene with the Cook County 
bomb squad and other investigators to search 
the bus. 

The witness, cell-phone caller and another 
passenger were interviewed by authorities and 
later released. The bus continued to Chicago 
about 12:15 p.m.

Brown steps down 
as leader of Britain 


LONDON British Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown resigned with a brief, emotional 
statement Tuesday, ending 13 years of Labour 
Party rule and paving the way for Conserva- 
tive David Cameron to become the coun- 
try’s next leader. 

Standing outside 10 Downing St. alongside 
his wife, Sarah, Brown announced he would 
travel to see Queen Elizabeth II to resign— 
allowing Cameron to take office with the ex- 
pected support of Nick Clegg, leader of the 
third-placed Liberal Democrats. 

“T have informed the queen’s private secre- 
tary that it is my intention to tender my res- 
ignation to the queen,” Brown said. He said 
he would ask the monarch to invite Cameron 
to form a government and wished the new 
leader well. 

Brown then walked hand in hand with his

wife and young sons, John and Fraser, down 
Downing Street, where a car waited to take 
him to the palace. 

Brown’s resignation ends five days of un- 
certainty after last week’s general election 
left the country with no clear winner. Brit- 
ain’s Conservatives won the most seats but 
fell short of a majority, forcing them and the 
Labour Party to woo the Liberal Democrats. 

The results left Britain with its first hung 
Parliament since 1974, in which no one party 
won a majority of seats in the House of Com- 
mons.

Local comic duo offers 
an unusual song and 
dance, rock-star style

Local actors and friends Laura Grey 
and Laura McKenzie, aka the Laura on 
Laura Comeback Tour, want to take 
you to the next level. And they’ve got 

a stage full of instruments —keyboard, 
guitar, shaker, vibraslap, melodic, 
trumpet, ukulele and kazoo—to prove 
it. The comic duo, who met in Barrel 
of Monkeys, an arts-education theater 
ensemble, portrays former teachers, 
both named Laura, who decide to 
resort to their unusually lofty fallback 
plan—rock stardom. That they are 
reaching beyond their collective ability 
is the joke. And it’s a good one. 


What’s the characters’ back story? 

LM: In the world of the show, these are two ladies who met working as 
first-grade teachers at a public school. They got to the ends of their ropes 
and decided they were going to give it all up to become mega-rock stars. 
LG: We wanted to take two people who are like, “I want to be a teacher, but 
my fallback plan is to be a super-awesome Ozzy Osbourne rock star.” 


Can you really play all of the instruments? 

LG: Laura McKenzie is a very accomplished piano player. | am more of a 
dilettante, though | did take trumpet from middle school through college. 
So at one point | was very good, but my embouchure just isn’t what it used 
to be. 


You play nine songs during the show. 

LG: Yes. There’s an order to everything in the show, which correlates to a 
visual aid, which correlates to the audience getting closer and closer to the 
next level. 


What kind of visual aids do you use? 

LG: Whatever | can make with a glue gun, laminate machine, Sharpie mark- 
er and tape. There are other handheld props that are made from anything 
you could’ve stolen from your first-grade classroom if you were fired ona 
Friday and just grabbed everything you could and threw it into your car. 


Were the Lauras fired? 
LG: 1 would say yes. 
LM: They're sort of skewing it to their own advantage.

LG: We would say it was “meant to be,” but | think these two women are 
definitely unfit to be in front of a classroom of children. | think that prob- 
ably the administration realized that as well. 


What would make the Lauras really happy? 

LG: | bet it would be slightly different for both characters. | would just love 
some sort of, like, psychedelic rock, enlightened peyote experience. 

LM: For my character, probably having somebody in the audience say, “1 
need to marry you.” 

LG: And for the Lauras themselves—like, us, in real life: We'll take groupies. 


How did you develop the idea? 

LG: Every really fun idea comes from a really simple one. | had an art crush 
on Laura McKenzie because | loved all of the music she had written, and | 
think she’s really funny, and | was obsessed with the idea that, like, we both 
have brown hair and we have the same name and we're both only chil- 
dren, and so how do | get her to hang out with me more? Maybe she could 
write a show with me where she writes music and we both sing and dance. 
LM: I’m blushing. | would agree with what Laura Grey said about having a 
crush on me. 

LG: We like to do kind of weird stuff that mixes music and sketch and per- 
formance art and crappy handmade props. 

LM: You hit the nail on the head there with that weirdness. Being allowed 
to let that weird part of me come out has been fun.

Tune into the ‘weirdo music’ 
of married indie rockers 

Love of Everything—and learn 
something they don’t love

The married members of Love of Everything have 
slightly different musical backgrounds. 
Singer-guitarist Bobby Burg, 32, is a vet of Chicago 
bands such as Vacations, Joan of Arc and Chin Up Chin 
Up, to name a few. On the other hand, his wife of near- 
ly two years, drummer Elisse La Roche, 26, recently 
learned to play so she could perform with Burg on tour. 
It doesn’t hold back the band a bit. Its endear- 
ing new record, “Best in Tensions,” is a quick blast of 
short, snappy indie-rock songs that embrace the ap- 
peal of basic instrumentation and raw vocals.

ucktown resident Anne Coyle reached a crucial 
moment in a past relationship when she knew 
things wouldn’t last. 

During a restaurant meal, Coyle’s former love 
interest started shoving ketchup and mustard packets in 
his jacket pocket, telling her it was because he didn’t want 
to buy any “life-size condiments.” 

“That was a problem,” Coyle said. 

That lunch-date disaster is just one of many experienc- 
es that inspired Coyle and her best friend, Lincoln Park 
resident Ellen Rakieten, to compile the worst of the male 
dating mistakes they and their friends had encountered. 
The pair—Rakieten is a former producer for “The Oprah 
Winfrey Show” and Coyle runs an interior design firm— 
assembled all their best recommendations for confused 
men in their book, “Undateable: 311 Things Guys Do that

The book, which came out in early March, has inspired 
a five-part reality series on VHr that began Monday: “Un- 
dateable: Top 100 Things Guys Do that Guarantee They 
Won't be Dating or Having Sex.” The series takes com- 
plaints to a new level, with reality TV stars such as “Jer- 
sey Shore” cast members J-Woww and Pauly D and other 
familiar faces talking about their biggest complaints. 
New episodes air at 9 p.m. through Friday with repeats 
throughout the week. 

In their book, Coyle and Rakieten categorize male 
flaws by level of severity: “red flags,” “storm clouds,” “not 
getting any” and “kiss of death.” They attempt to show 
men what not to wear, what not to say—generally what 
not to do—as well as provide a list of stereotypical per- 
sonalities to avoid altogether.

photographic documentation of male mistakes in action. 

Coyle said the book is meant to both entertain women 
and serve as a field guide for men. She said many men 
manage to turn off women without even realizing what 
they’ve done. 

“Everyone’s first reaction [to the book] as a guy is, ‘Oh 
my God, let me see that, I hope I’m not in it,’” Coyle said. 
“Guys in general are less concerned with how they’re pre- 
senting themselves to the world.” 

Some undateable tips hopefully already are obvious to 
single guys— Crocs and man purses are no-nos, to name a 
few—but the book also recommends avoiding more com- 
mon style choices, such as mandannas, cell phone holsters, 
Bluetooth headsets in public and most forms of facial hair.
